The state is 
also known as the Bayou State 
from the many bayous which are 
fonn»*d by the shifting river. In 
this connection it Is interesting 
to note the uneven course of the 
Mississippi river. 
Though the 
extrem e length of the --ate from 
the Gulf to Tenne«M*e is il30 
miles, the western bonier, due 
to the winding of the Mississij pi 
river, extends for nearly !700 
miles. 
The rivers play an important 
part in this state. 
They are so
